Group II, claim(s) 5-13, 19-21, drawn to a multimodal polyethylene composition. 
Group III, claim(s) 14-18, drawn to a multimodal polyethylene film. 
Group IV, claim(s) 22-25, drawn to a fabricated article. 

The inventions listed as Groups I - IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

(b) An international or a national stage application containing claims to different 
categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1 ) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; 
or 

(2) A product and a process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product,

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product 
and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process. 

In the instant case, the claims are drawn to a product (multimodal polyethylene 
compositions), a process for producing the product, and also to different articles (film 
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and fabricated articles) made from the product. Furtlier witli respect to Groups II - IV, 
the common technical feature is a NCLS of at least 2400 hours and a ratio of flexural 
modulus to density of at least 1 140 kPa ■ m^/kg. Group I specifies neither an NCLS 
parameter nor a ratio of flexural modulus to density and therefore lacks the common 
technical feature shared by the other three groups. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 GFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims.
